DR. DOUGLAS LAUDED 



Chancellor Expresses Satis- 
faction With Appoint- 
ment 



J)R. LEWIS DOUGLAS will 
be officially installed as 
Principal and Vice-Chancellor 
of the University on January the 
7th, it was announced last night 
by the McGill Senate. Limited 
accommodation in Moyse Hall 
has compelled the University to 
restrict its invitations for the 
ceremony t6 the Board of Gover- 
nors, the Staff and the Student 
Body, it was announced. Probably 
no more than two hundred students 
will Arid accommodation in the hall. 

An informal reception, at which 
the new Principal will meet his 
staff, is also being arranged to take 
place early in the new year. Dr. 
Douglas, who will arrive shortly 
after the new year, will lake up his 
residence at 1200 Pine avenue west. 

In à recent issue of the quarterly, 
the "McGill News," Sir Edward 
Beatty discussed the advantages of 
interchanging outstanding leaders in 
Canada and the United States, as 
exemplified in the appointment of 
Dr. Lewis Douglas as principal of 
McGill University. Sir Edward gave 
a description of the new Principal 
as an individual. He stated that Dr. 
Douglas has great administrative 
ability, is-a courageous and con- 
structive thinker, and possesses a 
charm of both personality and char- 
acter which is bound to earn for 
him the respect anjd friendship of 
his colleagues, and of the under- 
graduates and graduates of the Uni- 
versity. 

"My own particular satisfaction 
in Dr. Douglas' appointment," wrote 
Sir Edward, "rests in the fact that 
we have been fortunate enough in 
securing in him a man of the type 
who, because of his notable ability 
and his equally attractive personal 
qualities, is almost inevitably des 
tined to be a leader at McGill, 
among Canadian universities and in 
the constructive thinking in eco- 
nomic and social problems which 
this country so greatly, needs." Mo 
Gill and Canada are unqualifiedly 
congratulated on their good fortune 
in securing the services of a man so 
well equipped and so outstanding as 
Dr. Douglas unquestionably is." 
AMERICAN BORN. 

McGill's new Principal comes to 
the University with a distinguished 
business and academic record, and 
a political background which car- 
ried him to the point of being men- 
tioned as Republican candidate for 
President. He disagreed with 
Roosevelt on economy*and quit the 
New Deal post of Director of the 
United States Budget. At forty- 
three Dr. Douglas is the youngest 
principal McGill has ever had. 
Before his appointment he was 
President of the American Cyana- 
mid Company. The new Principal 
is the grandson of Dr. James 
Douglas, famous Quebec-born phy- 
sician and benefactor of McGill. 
Dr. Lewis Douglas is the first 
American to be Principal of McGill.

ORGANISMS IDENTIFIED 
BY CHEMICAL METHOD 

The chemical method in classifica- 
tion, particularly in regard to or- 
ganisms whose arrangements, ac- 
cording to morphological principles, 
which have been found difficult or 
indefinite, will form the topic of Dr. 
R. D. Gibb's talk at the Biological 
Society this evening at 8.15 in the 
Union Ball Room. 

By using this chemical analysis, 
which in recent years has been 
greatly developed, divisions into 
orders have been made by labora- 
tory tests which determine the 
amounts of fats, nucleic and amino 
acids in animals and plants. This 
is worked out more satisfactorily 
especially in animals and plants 
where morphology has been for- 
merly indefinite. 

Next month Dr. Rawlinson will 
speak "to the Biological Society on 
"Cancer as a Biological Problem."

Daniel Champion ol Women, 
Says Newton 

English Professor to Address 
Literature Society 
Today 

«T>ANIEL Defoe would certainly 
*^have approved of an issue of 
the R.V.C. Daily," stated Professor 
Newton in an interview yesterday. 
As the father of journalism and an 
advocate of greater educational ad- 
vantages for women, in his "Essay 
on Projects," he would probably 
see in this issue the fruition of his 
hopes. Prof. Newton gallantly left 
unsaid what he himself thought of 
the journalistic capers of R.V.C. 

Prof. Newton's research on the 
life of Defoe has attained wide- 
spread recognition among scholars. 
He said that his interest in the pe- 
riod and the great lack of publish- 
ed biographical facts induced him 
to make intensive investigation for 
the Department of English at Har- 
vard even into the Records Office 
in London. 

Unlimited material for prospec- 
tive publications on Defoe's life has 
been brought to light. Studying 
Defoe Prof. Newton has not become 
at all attached to Defoe, the man.

Frank Morgan Defends Soc- 
rates m Corruption Charges 

Howard Rhys Contends That 
Athenian Condemnation 
Was Just 



Q OCRATES was acquitted last 
night of charges of corruption 
by the Philosophical Society. The 
Society had asked the question 
'was Socrates justly condemned?" 
It was answered in the affirmative 
by Howard Rhys and in the nega- 
tive by Frank Morgan. Mr. Rhys 
found two members in the 
audience, that supported his view. 

Howard Rhys, the prosecuting at- 
torney, began his condemnation by 
giving the idealized picture of 
Socrates formed by subsequent 
philosophers. This gives us the 
picture of a man who was appar- 
ently brave, strong in resisting 
temptation, talented in argument, 
and very critical. As for the Athen- 
ian state at that time, it was a 
prosperous democracy; liberty and 
equality were accomplished facts, 
no longer ideals. But Socrates, for 
his part, stood for and supported 
many anti-democratic principles. 

Mr. Rhys went on to cite the cases 
of Xenophon, Plato, Critias, Char- 
mides, and, last but not least, Alci 
biades, who had all associated with 
Socrates. "The first two of these 
were not entirely successful in do 
ing away with any virtues they may 
have had; ..the -others were. Their 
general characteristics were treason 
and treachery. And there are two 
things which are common to all: 
they were rich and they associated 
with Socrates," 

Turning to the true picture of So 
crates, free from the idealizations 
of the Platonists, Mr. Rhys contend 
ed that Socrates was a panderer of 
the rich, a flatterer, and a snob. "He 
was an unpaid sophist, corrupted 
men, and, in short, turned them into 
Fascists." 

Frank Morgan, in defence of So 
crates, contended that the Athen 
ians whom Socrates had allegedly 
corrupted clearly followed him of 
their own accord. He also mentioned 
that the reason Socrates incurred 
the odium of the people was that 
he showed them that their reputa- 
tion was merely a bubble. The 
humiliated Athenians, in defence, 
were obliged to accuse Socrates of 
atheism. 

Mr. Morgan stated that no teacher 
is responsible for the actions of his 
pupils, as Socrates was not respon- 
sible for the glaring examples of 
his associates who had turned out 
so badly. "Socrates served as a gad- 
fly for the Athenians by asking 
them embarrassing questions, and 
gad-flies serve a very useful pur- 
pose." 

A discussion by the audience fol- 
lowed these introductions; a vote 
was taken, and the Philosophical 
Society, in contrast to the Athen- 
ian State, acquitted Socrates of the 
charges brought against him, 



EDITORIAL 

THE co-eds at McGill have been the subject of a great deal 
* of controversy this year. The Engineers began the discussion 
by challenging the co-eds in a debate of which we all know the 
results. While the women lost the debate it was a glorious 
defeat for the co-eds had succeeded in gaining admission en 
masse to the Macdonald Engineering Building, and the walls 
of that august institution rang with a defence of women's 
rights such as has never been heard at McGill before. 

The women are now forging ahead in another direction, 
namely that of journalism, and the aim of this issue is not to 
prove their superiority, but merely their equality with men, in 
matters which involve technicalities and executive ability. 

The whole attitude assumed by the men at a co-education- 
al university seems a singularly narrow one and a complete 
contradiction of the tolerant views which their university 
training is supposed to instil in them. As the co-eds pointed 
out in their debate, women with a university education do not 
aim to show their superiority to men. What they want is a 
recognition of equality with the men who have had same 
training as. themselves. The old story of the vote for women 
which is still classed with such idealistic views as those of 
More's "Utopia" and Plato's "Republic," requires little men- 
tion here, except as a particularly vivid example of the mediae- 
val intolerance which women must sustain. 

We hope, therefore, by this issue, to add our names to the 
long petition of women's rights which perhaps will be signed and 
approved by those who now hold the rod of iron, some day on 
this side of the millenium.

A bulletin from the Toronto 
^* headquarters of the Com- 
mittee on Chinese Student Relief 
has been received by David Lim 
Yuen, chairman of the McGill sub- 
sidiary" ; cbmmittee, This' "Body' was 
formed last November for the pur- 
pose of sponsoring the Chinese 
Student Aid Dance, which was held 
November the 23rd in the Audi- 
torium Ball Room, The committee 
which was represented by 15 stud- 
ent organizations, was formed as a 
standing committee on December 
the 3rd to prepare a similar func- 
tion next session. 

The Toronto news bulletin runs 
as follows: . 

"The clothing in which thousands 
of students fled from the destroy' 
ed coastal universities to the inter' 
ior colleges is about as warm as a 
«E»m suit. Money to purchase cloth- 
ing is urgently needed. The wea- 
ther at the coast is mild, but these 
refugee students have moved into 
winter weather. Their suffering 
must be acute," said Chancellor 
Wallace of Victoria University, 

Dr. T. Z. Koo of Shanghai and 
Geneva described the temporary 
straw-hut shelters erected for the 
Chinese students in Shanghai. "A 
pole on which are hung a few bam- 
boo mats, some protection from sun 
and wind, but none at all from cold 
and rain." Thousands of students 
are sheltered in these huts, await- 
ing a chance to leave to continue 
their studies in the inland colleges 
where food is cheaper, and the uni 
versity buildings are quite intact. 
The Student Relief Committee in 
Shanghai is operating two tempo' 
rary hostels, one for men and one 
for women, and have already raised 
a large sum of money in Shanghai 
itself. . 

Descriptions reach us of the 
bombing of universities. We have 
news from the first "temporary uni 
versity" at Chang-Sha. A professor 
writes from Lingnan of lecturing

jy|ODERN MEXICO, "the country 
of magiificent cathedrals," was 
the subject of an address given by 
Senor Hermolao Torres, Consul- 
■Gcneral of Mexico; ^at-t meeting of 
thé Spanish Club last night in the 
Union Grill. 

Contrary to the common view, the 
Mexicans do not have a revolution- 
ary spirit, instead they are anxious 
for. progress and are achieving this 
speedily. This progress is exempli- 
fied by their advanced systems of 
communication and transportation, 
and by the special efforts they are 
making to advance education, phy- 
sical culture, and hygiene both in 
their schools and offices. 

Senor Horres compared the 
Mexico of today to the ancient 
Chinese dynasties; the pyramids and 
buildings of Mexico are reminis- 
cent of the walls and porcelain 
towers of the Orient. 

The University of Mexico, found- 
ed in 1551, is the oldest in America. 
The speaker pointed out Jhe fact 
that the University offers special 
courses to any students from for- 
eign countries, especially those com- 
ing from English-speaking coun- 
tries. Unlike most countries of to- 
day, Mexico is lacking in troubles 
due to labour conditions: the work- 
ers are all satisfied with their hours 
and their wages. The government 
is conducting a campaign against 
liquor and drugs, since these are the 
two greatest factors in destroying 
civilization. In conclusion, Senor 
Hermoloa Torres traced the growth 
of the Mexican language, which is 
a refined dialect of Spanish. ' 

Rabio Freyre, a native of Cuba, 
thanked the speaker on behalf of 
the students and other members 
of the Club. He stated that he was 
very proud that it was from Cuba 
that the Spaniards set out to con- 
quer Mexico. "I am sure that Cuba 
is going to help Mexico to march 
ahead of the Latin civilization, as

«'THE title deeds of the Church 
* are red with the blood of 
martyrs, black with the fires of per' 
secution, t twisted, 'defaced and 
grimed by criticism," said Very Rev, 
Spencer Cecil Carpetner, D.D., Dean 
of Exeter, addressing a meeting of 
about seventy people last night at 
Divinity Hall on the subject of 
"The Movement to Christian Re 
union." 

The problem of reunion ever 
since the schisms of the fifth cen- 
tury has been in three stages of 
enquiry. The first enquiry sought, 
in the New Testament, a church or- 
der with which they were familiar, 
the next hoped to find one with 
which they were familiar, and the 
last had an open mind and sought 
for the truth of the order. 

The Dean assumes that no church 
order is unimpeachable and no sac- 
rament has entire authority, for up 
to a point each church has certain 
invalidity. "The heart of the mat- 
ter," he said, "is inter-communion 
in spite of the difficulties raised by 
the ministry who are apt to feel 
that it has something in trust. 

He mentioned several attempts 
which had been made by the heads 
of the Anglican, Roman Catholic 
and .Orthodox ...Churches, espfcjaily 
in the east where the "Church of 
Christ in China" is composed of 
nine or ten units. "The Lambeth 
Conferences were landmarks in the 
movement," said Dr. Carpenter, and 
contrasted the basis of the ideas of 
reunion in 1878 with the Episcopal 
order of the Church, while in 1920 
the basis was "a ministry recog' 
nized by every body of the Church." 

The Anglican Church has affinity 
with the older Orthodox and Roman 
Catholic Churches, and also with 
the newer Free Churches. Dr. 
Carpenter expressed his belief that 
the east and west will eventually 
grow together, with many people in 
common union emphasizing differ 
ent sub-traditions. "Uniformity is 
not the aim, but variety under one 
roof," the speaker declared. 

Dr. Abbott Smith, Principa.1 of 
the Diocesan College, introduced 
the speaker, and Dr. Ritchie ex- 
pressed his appreciation of Dr. 
Carpenter's talk. 



Forty McGill Delegates An-

npHE Messrs. Alex Ross and 
* Arnold Issenman will be the 
two speakers at the next meeting 
of the Political Economy Club, to 
be held this evening at 8:30 in the 
McGill Union. The topic under 
discussion will be "The Dominion 
and Its Provinces." 

The first speaker, Alex Ross, will 
deal with the legal aspects of the 
Canadian Constitutional Problem, 
emphasizing the relationships of 
the Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments. The Dominion power of 
disallowing provincial acts, with re- 
ference to the recent intervention 
in Alberta, will be considered at 
full length. 

He will also mention the last 
three decrees of the Privy Council, 
stressing their effect on the New 
Deal Legislation of Premier Ben- 
nett, Methods of amending the 
B.N.A. Act will be dealt with, 
especially the Compact Theory of 
Amendment; and the validity of 
such measures. 

The financial relationships be- 
tween the two governments will be 
Arnold Issenman's main consider' 
ation. The British North America 
Act placed control of taxation in 
the hands of the Federal Govern- 
ment, ^but, since then,- Privy Coun- 
cil interpretations have given wid' 
er powers to the provinces, result- 
ing in a decided discrepancy be 
bween the actual and legal taxing 
powers of the provinces. 

Modern social legislation has been 
enacted by the provinces. There 
is, however, great difficulty in ob- 
taining sufficient funds for this 
purpose, which necessitates the 
establishment of government grants, 
or constitutional amendments to 
permit social legislation by the Do 
minion. 

The speaker will also refer to the

Improve "The Shining Hour", 
While R.S. damns the M.R. Tea 

.With praises sweetly sour. 
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Illiterately Speaking

"If the vertical angle of a triangle is 
bisected Internally or externally, the bisector 
divides the base internally or externally into 
segments which have the same ratio as the 
other sides of the triangle", said the gréât 
Alexandrian author of Forlsms and Divisions of 
Superficies, in his usual witty and significant 
manner on the occasion of VI. 3 & A. 

We must not be blind to the fact that 
Euclid's piercing bitterness and tone of calm 
oblivion regarding the more trivial matters of 
this world only serve to emphasize his 
scrutinizing shrewdness. Even so must the 
literary critic sit self down with shears and 
mangel-wurzel, prepared to mangle any work 
under his notice. (Before he himself gets two 
weeks' notice from his editor.) 

It is not our intention here to explain to 
any pseudo-literates who may be glancing this 
way in the duller moments of a lecture what 
the purpose of literature is. (None of the nine 
thousand and forty-three books we have read 
have told us, and we're still doing research 
on it ourself.) Yet it seems to us that litera- 
ture Is to life as the froth on a stein of beer 
is to the beer, making bearable the bitterness 
beneath. This topic, from Homer (undoubtedly 
the first professional baseball-player) and 
Shakespeare, to Irvine Layton, the Poet Lariat 
of the West, is ours today and "ïorever. 

Jactation and mussitation are obviously the 
state of the modern young collegian whose 
mind is an erotological chaos. Nowadays he 
invites you to come up and see his X-rays 
sometime. His approval of the "higher" liter, 
ature is guaranteed by the would-be intellectual 
column to be found in his favourite newspaper. 
Here him sum up a writer: 

"There once was a poet called Byron, 
For whom every woman turned siren, 

And then she would dump 'im 

And make of him sumpin 
The critics could all vent their irè on." 

To such a mischievous creature we can but 
speak thusly: "Divest yourself of your inbonlty, 
old pal, your incogitancy and malversation; 
bonity is impetrable; perpend your longinquity 
from eupathy, and the inénarrable sequences 
ot your impréparation for the appropinquating 
catastrophe. Abject your clamping and bom- 
bycinous habiliments of thought." 

There is something about his best-seller of 
the second sets the gipsy blood astir. We 
must rise and follow her to a new circulating 
library. As someone, whose name at the 
moment escapes me, has said, I am unable just 
now to recall where, speaking on a topic which 
I hava unfortunately forgotten: "My 
friends. .,..», oh dear, it was.Just on the 
tip of my typewriter. Anyhow, you under- 
stand, that the full import of this cannot be 
appreciated by one who has not undergone 
the same emotional experience 
Dowbottle and Hennesey MSS. 
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Dear John— There are certain 
things which we, as individual re 
viewers, would like to say about 
the swnewhat envenomed criticism 
of our review of the Shining Hour. 

As Mr. J. L. admits so cheerfully 
that he has not even seen the play, 
we do not believe that' there is any 
purpose in even bothering to an 
swer his rather lurid diatribe. But 
thé manifesto produced by Messrs. 
Brown and MacCallum and their 
august cohorts is a different matter. 

We should like to point out that 
the McGill Players' Club has been 
in operation for sixteen years. Dur 
ing this time it has produced many 
successes, e.g., Pirandello's "Henry 
IV," Shaw's "Devil's Disciple," 
Capek's "R.U.R.," and many others 
which are of high rank in the mod 
em drama. By this time they 
should be able to stand upon their 
own feet, instead of worrying about 
the effect of adverse reviews. 

But the Brown-MacCallum co- 
horts do not see the matter in this 
light. They believe that such crit 
icism should be cut out, "because 
it tends to stifle the honest efforts 
of a group of McGill students who 
are trying to do something worth 
while." The issue is not, then, whe 
ther it is "worth while," although 
we hardly believe that a play such 
as the "Shining Hour" is worth 
while to an organization that has 
produced plays by Pirandello, Shaw 
and Capek. 

This, incidentally, is why we be- 
lieved that the club was worthy of 
such virulent criticism. We remem 
ber the. really fine dramatic work 
of which the club was once capable, 
and hoped that such criticism would 
jolt it^out of its tea-drinking com- 
placency. On. the other hand, 
neither the "Star" nor the "Gazette" 
has thought it worthy of such treat- 
ment. Possibly they were better 
advised; we hope not. 

However, the reviews that ap- 
peared in the local papers were not 
quite as complimentary as our critics 
appear to believe. We suggest that 
they reread these reviews, though 
we suspect that they have not done 
so in the first place. They will 
find that 'The Gazette" took the 
easiest way out and wrote a resume 
of the plot and cast instead of a 
criticism; the "Star" definitely 
pointed out that the play was poor, 
and the acting inadequate, but com- 
promised with kindness so obvious 
as to be pathetic, by saying that 
the players are to be congratulated 
for their sincere effort All 'of 
which means "let's give the poor 
little amateurs a big hand.*" If 
the Players' Club personnel is sat- 
isfied with such criticism then all 
we can say is that the Club will 
nevert have an attitude conducive 
to the production of good theatre. 

We do not believe that "amateur" 
connotes mediocrity. We see no 
reason why an amateur production 
cannot approach near-professional 
standards, if greater wisdom is used 
in choosing the vehicle and greater 
effort is spent in producing it. 
Witness Rittenhouse's work at the 
West Hill High School. 

But, to return to the fundamental 
argument that has been advanced. 
As we have "so far over-estimated 
our own importance," let us bring 
heavier artillery to bear. We quote 
from George Jean Nathan, recog- 
nized as one of the foremost critics 
on this continent: "Your true critic 
is the one who sacrificès everything 
within shooting distance to the day 
when the finer theatre may come 
into its own; your quack critic, one 
who charitably, coddles- the other, 
or baser, theatre in the hope that 
some day out of that coddling the 
finer theatre will miraculously 
emerge." 

We furthermore do not believe 
.that it is the duty of the Daily to 
administer undeserved pats on the 
back merely because there seems to 
be a tradition that the Players' 
.Club must be so coddled in order 
to prevent young dramatic genius 
from being blasted at birth. We 
think that it is far more unfair to 
give the said young dramatic geni- 
uses an Impossible play and even 
more impossible parts, for, with or 
without the review, we are quite 
certain that the audience's reaction 
was sufficiently plain to show just 
how poor the production was. This 
will be obvious, I am sure, to those 
signers of the manifesto who were 
present at "The Shining Hour." The 
Daily, too, makes certain pretences 
toward being a newspaper, and we 
feel rather hurt at finding that 
honesty in reviewing was not ex 
pected from it. 

Now, as to the question of hon- 
esty. The manifesto states: "Prac. 
tlcally everybody to whom we have 
spoken, and who saw the play, en- 
joyed it." Perhaps we don't move 
in the right circles, but the first five 
people to whom we spoke after the 
performance, agreed with us that 
the result was very bad. Among 
these were an honour student in 
English, three members of several 
years' standing on the Daily staff, 
and an official of the Players' Club. 
There was, however, a considerable 
difference of opinion as to the 
cause of the failure, some believing 
it the fault of the play, others of 



thought that the acting was as good 
as could be expected under the con 
ditions. Rather than "stifling the 
honest efforts" of the actors, we be- 
lieve that we have offered them 
plausible excuse. 

There Is one more point that 
should be cleared up. The wording 
of the remark concerning "Tova. 
rich" was unfortunate; we by no 
means consider this play very good, 
or nearly approaching the standard 
of the "Devil's Disciple," for ex. 
ample. But we do believe that if 
the Players' Club had chosen a play 
even of this not very high calibre, 
they would not have had to play to 
almost empty houses, nor would 
their treasury have sustained the 
loss it undoubtedly did. 

In conclusion, we should like to 
point out as we cast off our garb 
of initialled anonymity, that a criti 
cism is not necessarily a slander, 
nor does a sincere «opinion always 
constitute a libel.

I would furthermore like to take 
exception, Mr. Editor, to your styl 
Ing as "anti-Red" those anti-demo 
cratic measures for the repeal of 
which the club is now carrying on 
a campaign. It would be no less 
false for the city papers to charac. 
terize as "Red" those students sup- 
porting this campaign, as it has 
been for them to brand, as you 
state, the general student body as 
'Red." 

In addition, from the enthusiasm 
of the large number of students 
present at the "Calder Meeting,' 
and from the quantity of signatures 
we are now receiving in our pre 
sent "petition" campaign, I might 
say that "a few people on the cam- 
pus" constitutes a rather large pro.

In the first place, the well-known

men" is not a true rendering in 
English of the original. It might be 
better translated, "Peace among 
men in whom God Is well pleased," 
or Moffatt's translation, "Peace on

If we keep in mind the implications 
of these phrases, they will save us 
from the diffusive meandering 
about peace which we are often 
guilty of. 

Secondly, there is nothing in the 
original to imply that with the birth 
of Christ peace came on earth be- 
tween all people, or that peace be- 
came the relationship between all 
people and the Divine. The solu- 
tion of these questions rests with 
the peoples of earth. The use we 
make of the birth, life, and death 
of Christ determines the extent of 
peace on earth. 

While the writer does not wish 
to belittle the merits of education, 
yet he would point out that we 
cannot hope for peace through the 
secondary thing, education. It must 
be remembered that our civilization, 
with its numberless benefits such as 



education, is a result of Christianit" 
as its true principles have bee 
practised and put into action. 

This has not been written in 
spirit of destructive criticism, or t 
create a controversy, but that v 
may enter the Christmas seaso 
honestly asking ourselves, "What 
my responsibility in the matter i 
peace?"

The following Wednesday, 
McGill meets Concordia in their 
last Senior Group fixture before 
the holidays. After New Year's the 
team departs for the States for a 
couple of weeks where they will 
meet Toronto and U. of M. at Rye 
in exhibition tilts and Harvard and 
Dartmouth in league games. 

The Redmen jumped to the attack 
immediately and Gordie Crutchfield 
led several dangerous attacks. Body 
checking was the order of the day 
at this stage of the game.

Fleisher's Ladyfair— 3 balls bur- 
gundy. 

Fleisher's Amigood Sport yarn— 
12 balls light oxford. 

Fleisher's Shetland Gloss— 5 balls 
bluff. 

2 prs. white knitting needles (to 
be seen in dark) standard sizes 3 
and 5. 

BACK: With Ladyfair, using fine 
needles, cast on 360 snatches of 
rhythm, knit one dip, purl, one 
twirl, and repeat across room. Re- 
peat until there are ten rounds (one 
inch headway). Change to large 
needles and commence patter. First 
round: twirl one, dip one, twirl 
seven, dip one, twirl one, dip" one, 
twirl seven and repeat from across 
the room ending in dip one. 

Second roun; twirl five, dip one, 
twirl nine, dip one and repeat from 
across room, ending in twirl four, 
By this time Ladyfair, thoroughly 
twisted. Discontinue patter. Work 
darlingette line, decreasing two in' 
ches each side every round, five 
times for arm-hold. Work until six 
and a half inch from door. Bound 
off remaining twenty-two yards to 
nearest divan. 

LEFT FRONT: Using fine need- 
les cast on sixty stitches. Work back 
from arm-hold. Discontinue patter, 
and work darlingette stitch, de- 
creasing two inches for arm-hold 
at the beginning of every second 
sally. Work until seven inches near- 
er than first decrease. Begin to bind 
off four stitches at arm-hold every 
second round six times for should- 
er, at the same time decrease two 
stitches at the neck edge every row 
until.head rests on shoulder. 

SLEEVE: Using large needles 
cast on ten stitches for top of 
sleeve. Work darlingette stitch, in- 
creasing two stiches each side 
every second round, fourteen times. 
Commence patter. Continue patter, 
until sleeve fourteen' and a half 
inches around. Change to fine 
needles and work ribbing for three 
minutes. Finish off. 

NECK-BAND: Holding right side 
of Ladyfair towards you, work 
ribbing for four rounds. On next 
round work ribbing for four 
stitches. Bind off for buttonhole. 
Repeat buttonhole every two and a 
quarter minutes until there are ten. 
Then work until band is as long as 
you want it. Finish off.
